THE RECENT CRAZY SPELL.

MUDDYING THE WATER 


It is hard 
to understand 
why so 
many of our officials and other public 
men should find it necessary to make 
speeches and issue statements oppos­ 
ing disarmament by the United States 
independently of other nations. From 
the gravity 
and solemnity of their 
warnings against such a policy, one 
might suppose there was some danger 
of its being adopted. 
In reality, of 
course, there is not the slightest pos­ 
sibility of such a thing happening. 
Hardly anybody in this country, with 
the possible exception of Mr. Bryan, 
thinks that the United States ought to 
disarm or reduce its armament inde­ 
pendently of the other nations or in 
advance of them, and the orators who 
are declaiming against such a course 
are exciting 
themselves quite need­ 
lessly. 
Sometimes one cannot help suspect­ 
ing that these orators are deliberately 
muddying the waters. Certainly they 
are misrepresenting that great body of 
Americ ans who believe that the time 
has come when a determined effort to 
bring about reduction of armaments 
should be made. They are putting that 
great body of Americans in a false 
light before the people by attributing 
to them views and aims which they do 
not entertain. These Americans do 
not believe that the 
United States 
should reduce its armament independ­ 
ently of the other nations, but they do 
believe that the United States should 
join in an agreement entered into by 
all the important nations to reduce or 
limit armaments. Of course these two 
propositions are 
as different from 
each other as any two things can be. 
Why are so many public speakers 
just now confusing these two utterly 
different proposals 
and 
pretending 
that the advocates of a general inter­ 
national agreement for reduction of 
armaments desire this country to scrap 
its navy and disband its army regard­ 
less of what other countries may do? 
Why does this country still refuse to 
make any move towards a general in­ 
ternational agreement? One is loath 
to believe that the answer to these 
questions lies in the fact, daily becom­ 
ing more evident, that the only practi­ 
cable road to a general international 
agreement is the road that was point­ 
ed out by Woodrow Wilson.
